VENTILATION 


In the light of more modern 


studies in ventilation it would 


seem that the real explanation of 


the ill effects of bad ventilation 
is not to be found in the chem- 
ical composition of the atmos- 
phere breathed. One is constrain- 
ed to ask wherein the disagree- 
able or detrimental influence of 
poorly ventilated spaces lie. The 
various phases of this vital and 
timely, though not new subject 
were discussed some time ago 
by qualified experts in a symposi- 
um on ventilation at the Chem- 
ists’ Club in New York City. 
There is unanimity among them 
regarding the possible signifi- 
eance of the chemical vitiation 
of the air. Pure air contains 
nearly 21 per cent of oxygen. 
This may be reduced to 17 per 
cent, a proportion too small even 
to support ordinary combustion, 
before its miminuation becomes 
harmful. Except in extreme con- 
ditions the amount of oxygen in 
the closest halls crowded with 
people practically never falls be- 
low 20 per cent. Oxygen will,

The air, under the usual eon- 
ditions, contains about + parts of 
earbon dioxid per ten thousand 
parts (0.04 per cent.) and the 
“‘standard’’ of desired purity 
for the air of dwellings was long 
placed as low as 6 parts per ten 
thousand. Experimentation — in- 
dicates, however, that it does not 
become harmful to man until the 
_earbon = dioxid aecumulates — to 
above 1 per cent.. or nearly forty 
times its usual amount. The air 
in crowded rooms very rarely 
reaches 0.4 per cent.. so that evi- 
dently a quantity of earbon di- 
oxid far exceeding the highest 
hygienic limit which has hither- 
to been set us as a ‘‘standard”’ 
ean be breathed with impunity. 

The long-debated idea that ex- 
pired air contains organic matter 
which is toxic has been abandon- 
ed by most physioligists. The 
bacteria in the air need not be 
considered, since the compara- 
tive unimportance of the air as a 
vehicle of infection is recognized. 
We may conclude with reason- 
able certainty that the discomfort 
in a badly ventilated place is 
due to the physical condition of 
the air in respect to tempera- 
ture, humidity and movement, 
and not to any chemical proper- 
ties. The symptoms noted in 
closed, crowded rooms—restless- 
ness, headache, dizziness, nausea, 
ete.—are to be attributed to 
heat retention. Overheating is 
the chief evil to be guarded 
against in ventilation at present. 
The chief danger of our torrid 
summer days is not the heat 
alone, but the combined heat and 
humidity; it is the same factors 
which are responsible for the 
evil effects of the confined air of
